Layers  on  hand  during  1957  averaged  305  million,  compared  with  310  million  in 
1956.  Since  1950,  egg  production  has  increased  3 percent.  During  this  period 
layers  decreased  10  percent,  but  the  rate  of  lay  increased  l4  percent. 


The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  during  1957  was  198  eggs,  compared 
with  196  eggs  in  1956.  The  rate  was  at  record  high  levels  in  all  months  except 
February,  October,  and  November.
